President-elect Eisenhower’s choice 
of former aides of Gov. Thomas

future role of Sen. Robert A. Taft.

Place Of Music 
In Religion To 
Be Sermon Topic 


“ Music in Christian Worship" is 
to be the theme of the sermon Sun­ 
day during services in the church 
of Christ, meeting at 159 East Main 
street. This will be an illustrated 
chart lesson showing the history of 
music in the worship of God’s peo­ 
ple throughout the ages. 
The following outline of the les­ 
son is given by Evangelist Charles 
Cochran: 
“ Music may be divided into two 
classes, vocal and instrumental. 
Vocal music has been used in 
every dispensation to sing praises 
to God and to magnify His holy 
name. It fulfilcd a very important 
place in the life of the early Chris­ 
tians, being commanded as a part 
of their worship directed to God 
(Col. 3:16; Eph. 5:19). 
“ Instrumental music was first in­ 
troduced into the worship by David 
under the law of Moses. During the 
New Testament period there is no 
record of its use whatsoever in the 
worship of the early church. It was 
not until about the year 670 AD that 
Pope Vitalian introduced the organ 
into the worship of the Catholic 
church. The Greek Catholic Church 
never generally accepted its use. It 
is used by most religious bodies to­ 
day. 
“ Many may wonder why the 
churches of Christ today do not use 
instrumental music. The answer is, 
because a group of people claiming 
to ‘speak where the Bible speaks 
and to remain silent where the Bi­ 
ble is silent’ could not do so and be 
consistent. Furthermore, we are 
commanded to ‘sing with the spirit 
and the understanding also’ (1 Cor. 
14:15), and our worship is to be ‘in 
spirit and in truth’ (John 4:23). 
Worship cannot be ‘in truth’ unless 
it is authorized by the truth, the 
word of God (John 17:17). When 
God commanded Noah to build an 
ark of gopher wood (Gen. 6) that 
was a specific command and eli­ 
minated all other kinds of wood. 
When God commands us to sing 
(Col. 3:16; Eph. 5:19) that makes 
it a specific command and wrould 
eliminate playing."

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VISITING THE COUNTIES 
AN INDIANA MANUFACTURER, Fred 
Zeig, is the first man, so far as known, to 
hav e v isited all of the 3,07 4 counties in the 
United States. He started trav eling as a 
y oung man, in 19 47 found 
he had been in 
more than 7 0 per cent of the nation’s 
counties and decided, in 
the course of his 
business trips, to make it 100. His final 
county was one in New Mex ico—Los Ala­ 
mos. 
It was a curious coincidence that just as 
Mr. Zeig v isited his 3,07 4th county , the total 
number dropped to 3,07 3. That was because 
Armstrong County in South Dakota, which 
had fewer than 100 inhabitants, went out of 
ex istence. Adjoining Dewey County annex ­ 
ed it as the result of a v ote in the Nov em­ 
ber 4 election. 
Most persons seldom stop 
to consider 
that the county is the largest div ision of 
local gov ernment in the United States, ex ­ 
cept in Louisiana, where the corresponding 
unit is the Parish. The word “ county ” orig­ 
inated centuries ago when a county signi­ 
fied the doman of a count. 
Mr. Zeig’s v isitation of counties must be 
set down as one of the pleasantest of hob­ 
bies, which few would hav e the time, the 
m eans or the v ocation to pursue on a na­ 
tional scale. 


LAFF-A-DAY 


DOLLAR CONFIDENCE 
IF THE EISENHOWER administration 
practices economy and manages the money 
soundly enough to stabilize the dollar, citi­ 
zens of the United States will no longer be 
embarrassed by a monetary unit w o r t h 
less than that of Canada, a nation with less 
than one-tenth the population of the U.S. 
The Canadian dollar, worth $1.02 in terms 
of the depreciated U. S. dollar, has already 
weakened. It was worth more than $1.04 in 
mid-August. That was the climax of a pe­ 
riod of 30 months during which 
United 
States capital was flowing into Canada to 
take adv antage of the Canadian boom and 
of lower Canadian tax es. 
Now, with the Canadian dollar weaken­ 
ing slightly , the capital mov ement h a s 
been rev ersed. The flow is back toward the 
United States. Inv estors believ e the U. S. 
dollar will gain in v alue and 
soon wind up 
at the traditional v alue ov er the Canadian 
dollar. 
The significance of this is not so much in 
the monetary relationship between the two 
countries as in the renewed confidence in 
the American dollar. If Washington can do 
what Ottawa has done — produce budget 
surpluses, reduce the national debt an d 
lower tax es—confidence in the dollar will 
continue to grow. 


The world seems to hav e dev eloped the 
habit of sustained prices at the cost of the 
American economy . The desire of most 
countries is that this rich market for raw 
materials should be bled white in the in­ 
terest of what are called “ under-dev elop­ 
ed” countries. It is another form of subsidy 
out of the earnings of the American people. 
An ex cellent ex ample is the high price of 
coffee, which is so high only because our 
gov ernment has encouraged Brazil to en­ 
rich itself at the ex pense of the American 
people. The only effectiv e way to restore 
a free market for such commodities, would 
be for the American people to reject the 
blackmail of “ no sudsidies—no f r i e n d - 
ship.” 
In the United Nations, this question 
comes up from time to time. Any drop in 
prices creates consternation among t h e 
under-dev eloped raw materials producing 
countries. For instance, Fazal Elahi of 
Pakistan, recently made this point concern­ 
ing such countries: 
“ They hav e apprehensions of further se­ 
rious repercussions on their economies as 
well as on their dev elopment projects if 
there is ev en a mild recession in indus- 
dustrialized countries.” 
Naturally , countries that hav e accustom­ 
ed themselv es to inflationary prices, to 
subsidies, to Point Four giv e-away p r o ­ 
grams will resent any effort to return to a 
free market, in which the law of supply 
and demand is permitted by gov ernments 
to operate. The giv e-away program is, in 
its economic effects, a dumping activ ity 
designed to place surplus goods in markets 
which cannot afford to buy them. 
Whenev er a country engages in such ac­ 
tiv ities, it must anticipate that when it 
ceases to dump, when it stops giv ing away , 
it will pull the carpet from under the in­ 
flationary process and will produce n o t 
only an economic recession but political 
enmity . The politicians in those countries 
who built their strength on the sands of in­ 
flation find themsely es in the quicksands 
of depression. This, in essence, is w h a t 
happened in Europe under the Marshall 
Plan. 
It is for this reason that Gonzalo J . Facio 
of Costa Rica Adv ocated a price floor to 
protect the producers in the poorer coun­ 
tries. As such a univ ersal, United Nations 
arranged price floor, let us say for coffee, 
could only mean a siphoniftg off of t h cf 
wealth of the United States, the answer 
here can only be in sales resistance. In a 
word, if this country is to be forced to pay 
an “ artificial” price for such a commodity 
as coffee, the American people can upset 
all calculations by rejecting coffee as a 
bev erage. There is alway s danger t h a t , 
“ artificial” prices kill the trade because 
the consumer is under no compulsion to 5 
buy a particular commodity . For thou-' 
sands of y ears, most of the human race j 
liv ed without coffee. 
This happened with both silk and wool, j 
Silk was affected not so much by the high 
price as by an anti-J apanese boy cott and 
war. Silk substitutes, ray on, ny lon, an d 
ev en ty pes of cotton cloth with fancy trade 
names, grew in popularity and usefulness. 
Pure silk products disappeared. This gen­ 
eration has little familiarity with the silk 
stocking which, to earlier generations, was 
the mark of gentility . Today , most women 
wear ny lons which giv e them sweaty feet

Female Hormones Being Tested 
In Disease Causing Nosebleeds

NOSEBLEEDS are not usually 
dangerous, and generally stop by 
themselv es if the blood clots 
properly . O ther ty pes of nose­ 
bleed result from serious dis­ 
orders of the blood or blood v es­ 
sels, and present a different prob­ 
lem altogether. 
A common cause of nosebleed 
Is an injury to the nose. C ertain 
body conditions may , howev er, 
predispose a person to nosebleed 
when an injury is not the im ­ 
m ediate cause. These conditions

Recently , it has been shown 
th a t nosebleeds from telangiec­ 
tasia can be controlled w ith fe­ 
male hormones.

Farm ers* net 
income for 1953 
probably will average five percent 
less than in 1952. 
Pointing out that this Is the 
prospect for all 
U.S. farmers» 
Mervin G. Smith of Ohio State 
university added that Ohio farm* 
ers* net income may drop even 
more than five percent. 
Ohio farm ers m arket a sm aller 
proportion of products from crops 
that have been increasing in the 
dollar volume sold. 
While costs of farm operation are 
edging up even now, the value of 
farm m arketings will rem ain about 
the sam e.

ACTUAL buying power in t h e 
United States next year m ay 
be 
down six or seven percent f r o m 
1952 buying power for each farm 
person.

Purchasing power of non-f a r m 
people will be about eight percent 
more next year than it was in 1947. 
At the sam e tim e, farm 
labor 
and fertilizer lead the list of item s 
that probably will increase farm ­ 
ing costs in 1953. 
E conom ists expect farm labor to 
be three to five percent higher next 
y earth an during 1952. 
Fertilizer prices probably will 
edge up two to four percent.

Place Of Music 


In Religion To 


Be Sermon Topic 


’‘Music in Christian Worship” is 
to be the theme of the sermon Sun­ 
day during services in the church 
p of Christ, meeting at 159 East Main 
street. This will be an illustrated 
chart lesson showing the history of 
music in the worship of God s peo­ 
ple throughout the ages. 
The following outline of the les­ 
son is given by Evangelist Charles 
Cochran: 
"Music may be divided into two 
classes, vocal and instrumental. 
Vocal music has been used in 
every dispensation to sing praises 
* to God and to magnify His holy 
name. It fulfiled a very important 
place in the life of the early Chris­ 
tians, being commanded as a part 
of their worship directed to God 
(Col. 3:16: Eph. 5:19). 
"Instrumental music was first in­ 
troduced into the worship by David 
under the law of Moses. During the 
New Testament period there is no 
record of its use whatsoever in the 
worship of the early church. It was 
not until about the year 670 AD that 
Pope Vitalian introduced the organ 
into the worship of the Catholic 
church. The Greek Catholic Church 
never generally accepted its use. It 
is used by most religious bodies to­ 
day. 
"Many 
may wonder why the 
churches of Christ today do not use 
instrumental music. The answer is, 
because a group of people claiming 
to ‘speak where the Bible speaks 
and to remain silent where the Bi­ 
ble is silent’ could not do so and be 
consistent. 
Furthermore, we are 
commanded to ‘sing with the spirit 
and the understanding also’ (I Cor. 
14:15), and our worship is to be ‘in 
spirit and in truth’ (John 4:23). 
Worship cannot be ‘in truth’ unless 
it is authorized by the truth, the 
word of God (John 17:17). When 
God commanded Noah to build an 
ark of gopher wood (Gen. 6) that 
was a specific command and eli­ 
minated all other kinds of wood. 
When God commands us to sing 
(Col. 3:16; Eph. 5:19) that makes 
it a specific command and would 
eliminate playing.”

come to have a stale taste. 
People were so upset over the 
atom bomb that the wider threat 
of the H-bomb can hardly appall 
them You have to rest from fear 
sometime, and the average m an 
feels like taking a seventh-inning 
stretch right now.

of an atom bomb,”

thinks. 
“ What difference does it m ake to 
a fly whether it is swatted with 
a rolled up newspaper or a base­ 
ball bat?”
